He Discusses the Combines and How 
| They Peril the Nation—Pend- 
ing Measures Not Effective, 
But Adequate Legis- 
lation Will Come. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., February 14.—Judge 
Peter 8. Grosecup, of*the United States 
circuit court of Chicago, dean of the 


.NorthweStern university. law school, lec- 


tured before the University of Michigan 
Good Government Club tonight on the 
subject of the ‘‘New. Nation.’’ 

Judge Grosscup’s speech was, in part, 
as follows: 

“In the veryrnature of things, we must 
expect that men’ who do nct’ see their 
way clear tg an improvement of their 
conditions under ‘the old forme of indus- 
trial liberty will entertain sympathy for 
& system that promises something new. 
The separation of labor from proprietor- 
ship—thé separate mobilization of these 
two forces. as enemies—instead of their 
commingling in. common interest—is the 
most unrepublican ahd menacing fact 
that now confronts the American peopie. 

“The consolidation idea has, thus far, 
accentuated this menace. It has done 
what is still more menacing—in narrow- 
ing the personnel of the proprietorship 
of the country, it is detaching from the 
friends of. property the great liberal 
body of citizenship. However we may 
wish it, this old-time conservative force 
will not thus isolated remain stationary. 
It will, swing in time to those whose at- 
titude ig already opposed to the institu- 
lion of property, and in this movement 
would give to socialism allics that would 
make socialism invincible. 


Awakening Is Needed. 

“Qur first duty is to wake up to the 
realities of the situation; and our next 
io put the forces of industrial freedom 
in order. Not until we have Gone these— 
not. until- the time when the property- 
acquiring instinct of the country is again 
unified upom a basis fair alike to all-- 
can We rest assured that the outcome of 
the encounter need be no longer fearod. 

‘For my own part, I believe that once 
corporate organization and management 
is cleared of thimble-rigging. and pit- 
falls, so that the fortunes of an enter- 
prize will be bound up not in 4@n ovyer- 
strained organization, but solely in the 
vicissitudes of the business itself, the 
American people will be found ready to 
take up again their share in the pro 
prietorship of the country. 

“TRe measures pending in 
make no change in the basis Of oorpor- 
ate organigation; nor do they provide for 
visitation. They exhibit no purpose—at 
least no controlling purpose—to widen 
the proprietorship of the country, the 
publicity proposed is contined to the gath- 
ering and publication of statistics, valu- 
able possibly td the |$peculator or tee 
trained» investor, but. ineffective. and 
worthless to the ordinary man who may 
be seeking ownership. What chiefly is 
needed—the intervention of government 
as trustee, not as mere newsgatherer; a 
guaranty that when a corporation is cre- 
ated its creator has seen to it that it is 
fairly organized, not mere statistics of 
haphagard corporate organization that 
the people cannot comprehend—is absent 
from the bills. In short, the measures 
pending miss sight of the prime mischief 
to be remedied and thus running astray, 
miss the remedies to be adopted. 


Legislation Will Come. 

“But though we cannot expect adequate 
legislation now, it will come. The public 
mind is forming. Unless I am greatly 
deceived, the mad dog policy of treating 
corporations,’ proposed by some, will be 
rejected; the American people will not, 
in blind fury, pull down about them the 
industrial edifice. But any policy cal- 
eulated to merely temporize will, with 
equal conclusiveness, be rejected; there 
will be no room when the public mind is 
made up, for the diversio of the politi- 
ical masquerade. Then will come about 
a determined public to set our house in 
order: to reestablish, on the secure found- 
ations of popular protectorship and in- 
dustrial. Hberty the property interests 
of the républic; to restore those ideals, 
into the depths of whose firmament the 
people of America have always looked 
and look now for lights to guide them on 
their courses.”’

With few exceptions the German-Italian 
protocols correspond with that of Great 
Britain. Germany, it is provided, is to 
receive $340,000, to be paid in five month- 
ly installments, beginning March 15;

To offset this increased advance pay- 
ment given to Germany. the following !s

NINE MONTHS’ 


Lengthened Term Gives General Ap- 
proval in Clarke County.

you get better values for your money thén

“I know this to be a fact because I 
have sold goods all over the southern 
States, and I know what the merchants 
buy. Take for instance such a simple 
thing as socks. In most of the cities to 
to which I go I can scarcely sell a mer- 
chant a sock to retail at 25 cents a pair, 
for more than $1.35 a dozen, and $1.50 is 
the limit. Not so with the Atlanta mer- 
chant; he must have a better grade and 
as a rule pays $1.75 to $2 per dozen for 
the sock he retails at 25 cents a pair. 

“I mention this one article to show you 
how it goes, but it is practically the same 
way with every other class of goods. In 
amy of the first-class houses in Atlanta 
you can get a better article for the same 
money than in any other city in the south 
that I know of. People who have inves- 
tigated know this, and it is just this that 
has helped to make Atlanta such a 
great retail market. It may be that com- 
petition has had a good deal to do with it 
here, and yet Atlanta is not the only 
place in the south where the retailer has 
to work against strong competition.” 


There is perhaps no place in the south 
of which the traveling man is fonder than 
New Orleans, particularly when he wants 
a little recreation and amusement, for it 
is there in all shapes, siges and varieties. 
It is also true that there is no place in 
the south from which traveling men go 
away with more complaints about hotel 
rates than that same Crescent City. 

It is a notorious fact that the hotel 
rates in New Orleans are something 
flerce round about mardi gras, and peo- 
ple who go there at that time looking for 
tne best, practically expect to be knock- 
ed in the head with a mallet and have 
their pockets turned inside out. : 

“There are several good stopping places 
in New Orleans,”’ said a prominent trav- 
eling man in the hotel lobby yesterday, 
“but as every one knows the St. Charles 
is the center of hotel life in the Cres- 
cent City, and it does not hesitate to take 
advantage of the fact that it has Jittie 
opposition in this respect. I have stop- 
ped at the Waldorf in New York arm 
I have stopped at the §St. Charles on 
several occasions, and I have had far 
better accommodations in the New York 
hotel at 33 1-3 to 50 per cent lower than 
1 have been called on to pay in New Or~ 
leans. 

“Three friends of mine had two rooms 
with bath a few days ago for one nigiit 
on the European plan, and their bill was 
$13. I have had the same class rooms 
at the West hotels in Atlanta, Memphis, 
Charleston and other points at $7 a day, 
or just about one-half. In another in- 
stance a friend of mine had a room in the 
New Orleans hotel at $3 a day, European 
plan. He paid his bill and started for 
the depot, but missed his train. When 
he got back to the hotel and asked for the 
Same room, the rate was. $6. Nearly 
everybody stops on the European plan 
ir New Orleans because there are sg 
many quaint and interesting restaurants 
to visit. 

“These are only one or two of the many 
instances with which I am familiar or 
have heard, and these are not mardi 
gras rates, either. Right now and during 
the carnival the rates are usually twice 
this amount, and in many .cases even 
more. 

“What the traveling men spend in New 
Orleans in a year would pretty near build 
a first-class hotel, and I tell you they 
would all be glad to see the competi- 
tion.”’ 


“There's another thing about New Or- 
leans I want to register a kick on,”’ said 
a man who had just joined the party, 
“and that is their cab system, or rather 
lack of system. I dodge the New Or- 
leans cabman whenever I can, but some- 
times I am compelled to .use him. In 
spite of all my precautions, they have 
frequently held me up fer $1 to $2 for 
driving me a few blocks. If they have 
any ordinance regulating cabs, it is evi- 
dently not enforced, because I have dis- 
covered that an appeal to a policeman 
does no good. 

“There's no doubt about the fact that 
New Orleans ought to do something for 
the protection of the traveiing public. 
The city derives a great deal of its 
revenue from this class, and it is due 
them that they be given some protec- 


tion.’’

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“There is one thing about Atlanta which

“I know this to be a fact because I 
have sold goods all over the southern 
States, and I know what the merchants 
buy. Take for instance such a simple 
thing as socks. In most of the cities to 
to which I go I can scarcely sell a mer- 
chant a sock to retail at 26 cents a pair, 
for more than $1.35 a dozen, and $1.50 is 
the limit. Not so with the Atlanta mer- 
chant; he must have a better grade and 
as a rule pays $1.75 to $2 per dozen for 
the sock he retails at 25 cents a pair. 

“I mention this one article to show you 
how it goes, but it is practically the same 
way with every other class of goods. In 
amy of the first-class houses in Atlanta 
you can get a better article for the same 
money than in any other city in the south 
that I know of. People who have inves- 
tigated know this, and it is just this that 
has helped to make Atlanta such a 
great retail market. It may be that com- 
petition has had a good deal to do with it 
here, and yet Atlanta is not the only 
place in the south where the retailer has 
to work against strong competition.” 


There is perhaps no place in the south 
of which the traveling man ts fonder than 
New Orleans, particularly when he wants 
a little recreation and amusement, for it 
is there in all shapes, siges and varieties. 
It ig also true that there is no place in 
the south from which traveling men go 
away with more complaints about hotel 
rates than that same Crescent City. 

It is a notorious fact that the hotel 
rates in New Orleans are something 
fierce round about mardi gras, and peo- 
ple who go there at that time looking for 
tne best, practically expect to be kKnock- 
ed in the head with a mallet and have 
their pockets turned inside out. 

“There are severa] good stopping places 
In New Orleans,”’ said a prominent trav- 
eling man in the hotel lobby yesterday, 
“but as every one knows the St. Charles 
is the center of hotel life in the Cres- 
cent City, and it does not hesitate to take 
advantage of the fact that it has Jittie 
Opposition in this respect. I have stop- 
ped at the Waldorf in New York ari 
I have stopped at/ the St. Charles on 
several occasions, and I have had far 
better accommodations in the New York 
hotel at 33 1-3 to 50 per cent lower than 
I have been called on to pay in New Or- 
leans. 

“Three friends of mine had two rooms 
with bath a few days ago for one nigiit 
on the European plan, and their bill was 
$13. I have had the same class rooms 
at the best hotels in Atlanta, Memphis, 
Charleston and other points at $7 a day, 
or just about one-half. In another in- 
stance a friend of mine had a room in the 
New Orleans hotel at $3 a day, European 
plan. He paid his bill and started for 
the depot, but missed his train. When 
he got back to the hotel and asked for the 
Same room, the rate was, $6. Nearly 
everybody stops on the European plan 
ir New Orleans because there are sg 
many quaint and interesting restaurants 
to visit. 

“These are only one or two of the many 
instances with which I am -familiar or 
have heard, and these are not mardi 
gras rates, either. Right now and during 
the carnival the rates are usually twice 
this amount, and in many .cases even 
more. 

“What the traveling men spend in New 
Orleans in @ year would pretty near build 
a first-class hotel, and I tell you they 
would all be glad to see the competi- 
tion.” 


“There's another thing about New Or- 
leans I want to register a kick on,” said 
aman who had just joined the party, 
“and that is their cab system, or rather 
lack of system. I dodge the New Or- 
leans cabman whenever I can, but some- 
times I am compelled to use him. In 
spite of all my precautions, they have 
frequently held me up fer $1 to $2 for 
driving me a few blocks. If they have 
any ordinance regulating cabs, it is evi- 
dently not enforced, because I have dis- 
covered that an appeal to a policeman 
does no good. 

“Thore’s no doubt about the fact that 
New Orleans ought to do something for 
the protection of the traveiing public. 
The city derives a great deal of its 
revenue from this class, and it Is due 
them that they be given some protec- 


tion.”’

Third House Restricted. 

As the legislature wears along the su- 
perior quality of this house over its pre- 
decessors for some twelve or fifteen years 
back becomes more apparent. It has al- 
most no men in it who would turn jack 
from the bottom. They don’t need watch- 
ing. it is doubtful if any one hundred 
and five men ever got together more in- 
dependent of other influences than their 
Own judgment. One advantage they have, 
to be sure, Over all Alabama legislatures 
who have gone before. The space back 
of the railing where the members sit 
is not crowded with an eager and insist- 
ent lobby. The lobby is kept strictly 
clear, and when some instrument, how- 
ever eminent, gets in without thinking 
of the rule, he soon finds it awkward 
and slips out without waiting for a mo- 
tion which would be mate as sure as 
fate. Even the railroad commissioners, 
who don’t want to be elected, were per- 
force out in the rotunda through all the 
exciting times which involved their fate. 
The lobby rule in the senate its the same, 
but it is not so strictly enforced. Almost 
every day a number of prominent gentle- 
men are admitted to the floor. But the 
necessity is not the same in the two 
houses. The effect of this vacant lobby 
in the house cannot be overestimated, and 
the independent character which it gives 
to the proceedings is in marked contrast 
with the demeanor of the crowd im the

-nterest is concerned, compared with the 
developinent of gn anti-raitroad com- 
missigen spirit which might almost be 
described ;as @n outbreak. For this up- 
heaya] of the week does not seem to 
be against the roads, But the commis- 
sion. The Cemand for more power for 
the commission, for stricter control 
the roads and their rates, is a mild-man- 
nered sort of thing compared with the 
almost passionate desire to get control 
of the commission itself—to change it in 
some way. The purpose to pass the 
Starr bill was confined to a limited few. 
The request of the commission itself for 
more power.to enforee its decrees pro- 
duced little effect, nobody seeming to 
care whether the commission as consti- 
tuted by the executive had more or less 
authority. The governor's message, 
piainly intended to stem the tide toward 
an elective commission and direet the 
purpus2 or the legislature toward the 
matter of increased power for the com- 
mission as it is, produced just the con- 
trary effect. It simply whetted the ap- 
petite of every man-who wants a change 
in the situation as to the railroads, and 
encouraged the noncommittal to join the 
band. Of course there will be a reaction, 
and the railroads are yet far from any 
danger of the Starr bill ever becoming 
a law. But the onward sweep will al- 
most certainly press the elective com- 
mission through the senate, and compel 
a@ compromise on the subject of more 
power in the commission. 

There is one most interesting view of 
the railroad situation. The roads, 
through their representatives and spokes- 
men in Alabama, rallied solidly to the 
¢all for a constitutional convention. They 
did the same thing for the ratification. 
Against their opposition, the black belt 
majorities would have been powerless to 
eount in either the cal] or the constitu- 
tion.They made their usual response to 
the call for help at the last state elec- 
tion. In return they undoubtedly felt 
that they could rest secure from adverse 
legislation at least for the present, and 
until the obligation incurred by the dem- 
ecratic party was discharged or grew 
cold. There was a sort of moral obliga- 
tion incufred ‘by ‘the acceptance of fav- 
ors and help in time of very present 
need. It is really a sort of dangerous 
business from a party standpoint to go 
too far from the beaten track. About 
election time there is a general feeling 
that the roads hold the balance of power 
in Alabama. And so they do, for the 
cppysing factions in the party aiways 
win or lose as the railroads go, and under 
the new constitution the opposing parties 
are approaching the same fix. The rail- 
road representative4 are too diplomatic 
to make any threats, and they are work- 
ing like beavers to save what they can in 
this crisis. They haven’t said a word 
along the above lines, but the party 
leaders are thinking about it and look- 
ing to the future. All of which is here 
mentioned as perhaps the most interest- 
ing phase of the situation as existing 
below the surface.

New Laws Are Favorable to Large 
Corporations. 


STATE WANTS CHARTER FEES 


New Railroad Is Projected to Tra- 
verse ®cutheast Alabama—Will 
Pass Through Colunidus— 
Terminurc in Bir- 

mingham. 


Birmingham, Ala... February 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Birmingham business men are 
greatly elated over, the passage by the 
senate of Alabama of a bill establishing 
a new code of corporation laws for Ala- 
bama which are even more liberal in the 
charter privileges, etc., 
Nes Jersey laws. It is stated that New 
Jersey received last year more than $3,- 
000,000 from charters issued to corpora- 
tions, and that the entire expenses of 
the state government were paid from 
this source of revenue. A number of 
Alabama’s big industrial concerns have 
gone to New Jersey to get charters, oa 
account of the superior advantages of- 
fered by the laws there,,. and are an- 
nually paying tribute to that state in- 
stead of to their own. The new charter 
laws are acknowledged to be somewhat 
favorable to trusts, but the calculation 
seems to be that the trusts are on top 
and Alabama will profit by getting on 
the band wagon early. 

New Railroad. 

The business publfe is greatly gratified 
at the announcement that a new railroad 
is soon to come into Binzmingham from 
St. Andrews Bay, Fla., via Columbus 
and -Eufaula. It will traverse a rich ag- 
ricultural, mining and timber district, 
and it is believed its promoters will, 
within a short while after its completion, 
have it on a paying basis. Citizens of 
sputheast Alabama who are directly in- 
terested in the enterprise declare that 
the road will soon be built, and that it 
will be brought to Birmingham. 

This road will mean much to the Bilr- 
mingham district. It will not only bring 
a good déal of money here as the western 
terminus and give employment to a large 
number of people, but ft will put Bir- 
mingham in quick communication with a 
rich section of the state which is now ex- 
ceedingly inaccessible to this point, and 
which would, with better transportation 
facilities, do an extensive trade with 
Birmingham. The extreme southeastern 
part of Alabama Is rich in timber, agri- 
cultural and other products. It now 


ee enjoys an extensive trade with Montgom- 
the : 


ery and Macon. With a new direct route 
from Birmingham to that region a large 
part of that trade would come to this 
city.

The report of the Republié Iron and 
Steel Company for the last six months 
of last year has been issued and the 
showing made is a decidedly favorable 
one. The net profit after operating ex- 
penses were deducted was $2,091,888. 
This comparcs well with the net profit 
of $1,419,550 durihg the corresponding six 
months of the previous vear. During the 
six months ending with December the 
company charged off $707,765 for recon- 
struction, renewals and repairs, an in- 
crease of $221,339 over the amount spent 
for the same purpose during *the corre- 
sponding period of 1901. 

The surplus earnings, after the pay- 
ment of preferred dividends, was $761,631, 
as compared with a surplus of $221,517 
earned during the same period of 1901. 
The total surplus on December 31, 1902, 
was $2,606,021. 

Export of Lumber. 

The export lumber trade has been 
given considerable of an impetus dur- 
ing the week and over two hundred cars 
of lumber and timber are stored on the 
wharves at Pensacola waiting for the ar- 
rival of vessels to load it. Besides these 
cars for exclusive export trade, the Louis- 
isville and Nashville Railroad Company 
handled 251 additional cars of lumber for 
consumption on the gulf coast. 

Three thousand tons of high-grade Ala- 
bama steam coal have been‘sént to Pen- 
sacola, where it will be stored in the 
navy yard for the use of the North At- 
lantic squadron, which will arrive at that 
port on February 20 for the purpose of 
coaling from this supply. 

The Jefferson Brick Company has been 
organized and the brickmakers of Bir- 
mingham are stockholders. Officers have 
beet elected as follows: W. S. Winters, 
president, and M. J. Gregg, secretary. 

The company has a yearly output of 
70,000,000 building brick and the same is 
to be handled through the agency named. 
Mr, Winters will be in headquarters, es- 
tablished in the Chalifoux building, at all 
times ready for business. 

There is a good demand for brick right 
now and brick at, tHe kilns are selling at 
$6.50 per thousand.

Escaped Confederate Prisoner Put Te 
Bed with Yankee, 


EURES TELLS STRANGE STORY 


Entered Confederate Army When 
Only Thirteen Years Old—Was 
Captured at Macon but Es- 
caped City Hall and 

Got Away. ,

Bartow, Fla., February 14.—(Special.)— 
F.. R. Eures,. of this place, is very anxious 
to get in correspondence with some com- 
rade who fought in the command of 
Captain Dick Peeples, of Georgia. He 
served in that company through the 
principal part of the war, but he has 
never seen but one member of his com- 
mand since the war closed, and that was 
Captain Armstrong, of Augusta, Ga. He 
met him one day some years ago in the 
city of Savannah. He does not remem- 
ber the regiment nor the name of the 
colonel. 

Mr. Eures says that he enlisted in Cap- 
tain Dick Peeple’s company at Savannah, 
and most of the time during the war they 
were stationed at Thunderbolt, near that 
city. 

They left Savannah the night that Sher- 
man came in there on his famous raid 
through Georgia, and they were shelled 
by Sherman’s forces as they were mak- 
ing their way across the river into South 
Carolina. Most of the confederate sol- 
diers had crossed the river on the pon- 
toon bridges, but when they reached 
there they found they had been cut and 
they crossed by boat. 

He gives an interesting account of his 
final capture at Macon. Together with 
a large number of other soldiers he was 
taken by the union forces, and while 
being guarded at the city hall in Macon 
he slipped out and made his escape. 

Going down the street he met a man 
by the name of Byrd who took him to 
his home and kept him for several days. 
He gave him a suit of citizen’s clothes 
to replace his uniform, and then he was 
permitted to go at will unmolested. 

While lodging at Byrd’s a peculiar in- 
cident happened, one that he will re- 
member to his dying day. Byrd was 
taking care of a yankee soldier, pre- 
Sumably to insure the safety of his own 
home, and when night came on he and 
the yankee soldier were put to sleep 
in the same room and in the same bed. 
He didn’t like this much, but there was 
no alternative, so he determined to make 
the best of it. 

After the men had retired the yankee 
said to him: “Look here, you are a 
Johnnie Reb, ain't you?’ but like Peter 
he stoutly denied the charge and con- 
tended that>he had never so much as 
Seen the army, but the blue coat was 
not to be put off in that way, and he said: 
“Come now, don't lie to me about it, 
for I don’t give a cent if you are. I'm 
not going to give you away.’’ 

Then he told him all about his capture 
and his\ subsequent escape at the city 
hal. The two men became fast friends 
and stayed there at their friend, Byrd's, 
+ sevéral days, occupying the same 


One day while down at the depot he 
found that a train was about to pull out 
Tor Albany, bearing a-flag of truce, and 
he boarded it and made the trip to that 
town in safety and Without being observed 
by the union soldiers on the train. 

He has never heard from his old friend 
Byrd, but has always been sorry that 
he didn’t have time.to go back that 
morning and tell him he was going and 
to thank him for his kindness to him. 

Mr. Eures says he was only 13 years of 
age when he enlisted in the army, and 
that his old musket got to be pretty

BY THE THOUSAND 


Get - Rich - Quick” Concern 
Raided by New York Police,

Crawford and Company Had Quit 
the Turf Business and Were 
Operating a “Put and 
Call’? Game—The Firm 
Took in Thousands, 


ee 


New York, February 14.—Three men 
were arrested by central office detectives, 
and through the cognizance and desire 
of postoffice inspectors, today in two 
raids, one at 99 Nassau street and the 
other at 115 Nassau _ street, for alleged 
improper use of the mails. The prisoners 
are Henry G. Cartwright, alias Crawford, 
a boker, of Brooklyn; William Treadwell, 
alias George F. Stone, a broker, of 
Brooklyn, and Charles EK. Goodrich, a 
clerk, of Manhattan. Cartwright and 
Treadwell were arrested at 99 Nassau 
street and Goodrich at 115 Nassau street. 
The men, it is alleged, are combination 
workers in ‘‘progresive turf speculation,’’ 
under the firm name of Crawford & Co., 
turf coespondents, and Metopolitan Turf 
Commissioners, with offices at 116 Nas- 
sau street. 

Some time ago Inspector Brooks re- 
ceived a letter from a Mrs. Gilroy, of 
Montclair, N. J., complaining that she 
had sent money to this firm for specu- 
lation and had received no return or Fre- 
Ply, in spite of numerous letters. The 
detectives investigated the matter and 
today interrogated Cartwright. He said 
he had been selling puts and calls under 
the firm name of Crawford & Co. They 
did a turf business but had stopped han- 
dling accounts about a month ago, when 
they returned to the people all the money 
due them. 

Lots of Literature. 

After the arrests the place was thor- 
oughly examined. Literature in enor- 
mous amounts, which would fill at least 
one hundred mail bags was found. Be- 
Sides this, thirty more mail bags full 
were taken to police headquarters. The 
circulars explained the three-horse and 
One-horse wire system. The police say 
that the system of the firm was to send 
out “‘ads.,”’ particularly in country pa- 
pers, and in return great quantities of 
answers would be received asking for in- 
formation. A reply would then be sent 
by the men, Cartwright and Treadwell, 
under their own names, explaining the 
scheme, and referring to the “‘Crawford 
Company and George F. Stone” for refer- 
ences, 

A specialty of clients was made in pro- 
fessional men, especially physicians. Six 
books were found in the offices of Crraw- 
ford & Co., which contained the names 
of none but physicians. On the cover 
of each of the books was the word 
“done..”’ Inside there was a check at the 
side of each name, showing that the per- 
son had either been a ‘‘client’’ or been 
communicated ‘with. “"There are dozens 
of complaints, in addition to that of Mrs. 
Gilroy, 

According to the police Cartwright 
lives in very expensive style at his home 
in Union street, Brooklyn. He its said 
to have a large house and to be an art 
connoisseur with a _ fine collection of 
paintings. Treadwell, the police say, is 
also a man of comfortable means and 
lives extravagantly. 

Profits Very Large. 

The police aver that nothing under $25 
was received as a working capital and 
there are many accounts of from $10 to 
$00. From these accounts the police, in 
a rough estimate, figure that the profits 
of the concerns must have been very 
large. With the circulars was a slip 
inclosed leaving blank a space for the 
amount of money the person desired to 
invest. It read: 

“IT herewith send you, to be used for 
buying and selling stock on the New 
etock exchange for my account.” 

The slip further says that the person 
Signing gives full power and authority 
to the broker to use the money according 
to his best judgment. The contract con- 
tains the following agreement regarding 
the amount of money the broker jis to 
receive: 

“IT agrée to allow you the following 
commission for handling my account: 
Until the profits are equal to the original 
investment no commission will be paid.” 

After that the slip goes on to say that 
b per cent commission will be paid on 
the next $500 after. the profits have 
reached the original investment. Ten 


per cent is to be pald on all profits after 
that.

New York, February 14.—Addttional de- 
tails concerning the “forging of J. Pter- 
pont Morgan's name alleged to have been 
done by DeBosdari, the London art deal- 
er, were brought out today. Morgan, 
when abroad last year, purchased of De- 
Bosdari a large bronze figure for $20,000.

Berlin, February 14.—One thing !s cer- 
tain, the ex-Crown Princess Louise of 
Saxony, though virtually a prisoner in the 
sanitarium near Salzburg, is not such in 
the sense which the term would have ini- 
plied in similar cases a few years ago. 
Her case at present is analogous to that 
of Princess Louise of Coburg, who ls in 
an asylum near Dresden, 

There is a general impression that whcn 
members of royal familfes conduct them- 
selves in an unseemly manner and have 
to be disciplined, the old-fashioned mad 
house, with all its traditional horrors, is 
their fate. Nothing is farther from the 
truth. The threat of the socialists to in- 
terpellate the government in the reich- 
stag on the illegal detention of Louise 
of Coburg has forced a semi-officlal state- 
ment declaring that the princess enjoys 
complete liberty, having the privilege to 
go driving and walking accompanied only 
by a lady in waiting. Furthermore, the 
government intimates that if the prin- 
cess desires she may leave the asylum at 
her convenience. 

The situation of the unfortunate woman 
who was Saxony's crown princess is dif- 
ferent. The asylum In which she is 
placed is really the only refuge open to 
Neither her own nor. her husband's 
family will countenance her presence 
among them. Whether or not it is true 
that Giron was paid $100,000 to leave her, 
their separation occurred under circum- 
stances which will preyent a renewal of 
their relationship, Having given up her 
lover in the hepe of seeing her children, 
and having seen that hope shattered, it is 
evident that the princess must welcome 
any refuge that takes her from the sight 
of censorious human beings. The rumor 
that her first act on entering the san- 
itarium was to attempt sulcide is un- 
true, though probably there is no woman 
living who has a ‘better excuse for self- 
destruction.

“That being the ease,” he was asked.

“Events make fssues."’ answered the 
former candidate, ‘“‘but the trust question 
and the question of imperialism are fust 
now necessary issues. The tariff question 
and the money‘ question are also verv 
necessary issues, and there are many 
others. But those T have mentioned are 
now actively before the country and be- 
fore congress.”’ 

As to probable candidates, Mr fBrvan 
said that he preferred not to disc« iss the 
subject. 

“What do you think of Judge Parker. 
of the court of appeals, from this state?’’ 
was asked. 

“T have heard

TOPICS OF LIVE INTEREST 
IN GREATER NEW YORK 


New York, February | 
shows 80 conclusively that New York is 
the “town of the strangers’ as the great 
number of gocial organizations whose 
members are natives of more or less fre- 
mote parts, who have come here to dwell. 
Some of these societies stand for foreign 
countries, others for groups of states in 
the federal union, others for single 
states, others for chosen sections, and 
still others for single cities, 

Thus, there are the St. Andrews Society 
(Scottish), and the. Sons of St. George 
(English), the New England Society, and 
the Southern Society; the Ohio Society 
and the Society of Pennsylvania; the 
Society of the Genesee (meaning 
the Genesee Valleye which in- 
cludes ‘the four or five richest and most 
prosperous New York state agricultural! 
counties in the country), the Chicago So- 
ciety and so on. 

Some few of these, 
ciety, are full-fledged clubs... It occupies 
the equivalent of a club house in the 
shape of one floor of the swellest hotel 
in the world. The Southern Society also 
is a regular club, with regular head- 
quarters, and there are others, but the 
majority of them are content merely to 
maintain an organization, the chief ob- 
ject of which is the giving of an annual 
dinner. 

Examples are the dinners of the Geor- 
gia Society and the Society of the Gen- 
esee, at each of which, given only re- 
cently, important statements were given 
to the public by the speakers, 

Thus, at the Georgia dinner the gov- 
ernor Of the state represented told. the 
world some things about the negro and 
the south, while at the Genesee dinner the 
editor of the most important German 
newspaper published outside of Germany 
took occasion to assure Americans that, 
while the German-Americang love thelr 
fatherland, as all men: should, they are 
Americans first, ‘‘and that to the death,”’ 
if need be, should occasion arise for them 
to show their preference. Very frequent 
use has been made of the dinners given 
by the socities made up of the foreign- 
born to get the ear of the American pub- 
lic through the reports sure to be printed 
of the speeches made. 


Hke the Ohio So- 


There are scores of these societies all 
told, some of them eventually to emulate 
the Ohio and Southern Societies and be- 
come full-fledged clubs; others destined 
to remain always mere “dinner clubs,”’ 
and still others to die out altogether, 
sooner or later. Just at present they are 
a prominent feature of metropolitan evo- 
lution, with the strong probability that 
their prominence will increase rather 
than otherwise with the lapse of time. 

The secieties of the foreign born are 
of greater age than most of the others, 
and also of much more complexity and 
definiteness of purpose. Nearly every 
one of them has what may be termed an 
Organized department of charity charged 
with the assistance of stray and needy 
fellow-countrymen; some of them also 
maintain schools and even hospitals, and 
thus have come to be considered among 
the city’s solid institutions, 

This sort of activity is not maintained 
by the societies named after states, sec- 
tions or cities in our own land, though 
more than one young southerner, ‘‘broke’”’ 
in this cosmopolitan metropolis on the 
edge of the original vankee land, has 
been set upon his feet again through the 
agency of the Southern Society, and many 
a genuine yankee has beeji able to re- 
begin life's battles Because the New 
England Society has taken up his case. 


It is commonly believed that virtually 
none of the men prominent in New York 
are natives of the town. This is not 
true, nor is it as nearly true as might 
be expected when it fs remembered that 
the percentage of the native-born among 
its citizens is smaller than in any other 
city of its age. Very few of the Tam- 
many public men are anything save New 
Yorkers by birth, while the present anti- 
Tammany mayor, Seth Low, and many of 
his officials, are also natives, and .the 
same is true of a great many bankers, 
merchants, professional men and the like. 
Yet it is surprising, on attending the 
ainner of any one of the “locality clubs,” 
to note the distinguished New York names 
to be found on the membership rolls. 

Thus, the vice president of the world’s 
greatest telegraph company is a mem- 
ber of the Society of the Genesee, and 
was born in Rochester; the general man- 
ager of the world’s greatest newsgath- 
ering qorporation is a member of the 
Chicago Society, ang has spent the major- 
ity of his active years in the city by the 
lake; scores of prominent professional and 
financial men are members of the New 
England Society, and were born in one 
or other of the little states that huddle 
together on the northeast corner of Un- 
cle Sam's farm, and so on, 


—— 


A curious thing about these societies 
and the localities they represent is found 
in the circumstance that they are spe- 
cialists in their production of men, so to 
speak. 

Thus Chicago has given New York sev- 
enteen of its most notable pulpiteers. Not 
all of them were born in Chicago—in- 
deed, I’m not sure that a solitary moth- 
er's son of them was a Native there—but 
all of the seventeen either began there or 
else passed through his period of great- 
est development while living in that city. 
The Rev. Newell Dwight Hillis, pastor of 
Plymouth (Beecher's old church in Brook- 
and the Rev. Robert Collyer lead 
the list. 

Mr. Coltver is not an American by 
birth, at all, having been born in Great 
Britain, where he learned and practiced 
the blacksmith’s trade long before he 
started for the new world. Like the 
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German-American editor, mentioned ear- 
lier in the letter, Dr. Collyer is full of 
devotion to the land of his birth, yet like 
him, too, the doctor is a loyal American 
in every possible sense of the term, and 
his affection for both the great American 
cities in which he has passed the ma- 
jority of his manhood years is genuine 


| and almost pathetic. 


Nearly all the strong men in New York 

journalism, medicine, law, business and 
finance, who were born outside, retain 
the liveliest interest in the interior loca- 
tions whence they came and take their 
‘home papers’’ in order to keep posted on 
what is happening where they came from. 
It is not af all unusual for such men to 
know more about what may be going on 
in tt® way of repairing Main street, Penn 
Yan (for example), than in the repairing 
of Broadway, and there are thousands of 
ithese strangs, mo doubt, who wiuid 
vote and exercise every privilege of citi- 
zenship were they to retur nto their old 
homes, yet here in New York both pro- 
fess and practice the utmost indifference 
to local government, even going to the 
extreme of never voting. Many of them, 
indeed, have not the faintest notion as to 
the districts in which they dwell, or 
where they could find booths on election 
day were they to determine suddenly that 
they ought to pay some attention to the 
local politica] situation, 

It is the lack of interest in local af- 
fairs on the part of the strangers who 
make up the majority of its citzens 
that has given the’ big town the name 
of being relatively without local pride, 
a reputation which is both deserved and 
undeserved, and it is this, also, that 
makes it possible for Tammany to con- 
trol the town most of the time. 


coming into local power. 
two Sheehans, William and John, from 
Buffalo (both Tammany men, by the 
way); there was John R. Fellows, from 
the south (and a Tammany man), who 
was district attorney for scme years, and 
there are, and have been, others from the 
outside, though deciéedly in the minority, 
who have become big figures in New 
York city politics. The stranger born does 
by far the largest amount of work and 
business in New York; he dominates in 
science, art, literature, affairs and f- 
nance; he puts up a mighty good front in 
society with a big S, even, but he doesn’t 
make much headway in governing the 
town, 


The man with a listening ear may get 
hold of a good many personal business 
romances, so to speak, of genuine hu- 
man interest, at any of the dinners given 
by ‘“‘the locality societies."’ The diners 
like to tell one another how it happened 
that they came to New York, and com- 
parison of notes shows that a surpris- 
ingly large number were driven from 
their old homes because they could find 
nothing to do there and so came here. 

Half a dozen of the best known and 
most influential newspaper men of the 
town owe their places here to being 
‘‘fired’’ ingloriously off the staffs of the 
papers they were employed upon a dozen 
or a score of vears ago. A consulting 
engineer of some fame and.an income of 
$10,000 or $15,000 a year had worked him- 
self, with great pains, into a municipal 
place with a $2,500 salary, in an interior 
city, only to be put out by a turn of the 
local political wheel, when he found that 
there was no market whatever for his 
knowledge and expericnce at home. Here 
in New York he was recognized at once. 
The vice president of one of the biggest 
manufacturing corporations going, with 
great works in four or five cities, was 
discharged for alleged incompetency in 
a town of not more than 50,000 present 
population ten short years ago, only to 
come here and find the opening that is 
rapidly enabling him to reach the front 
in his class. and become a multi-million- 
aire into the bargin. 

Such instances might be multiplied al- 
most indefinitely, but it must be remem- 
bered that they have their counterparts 
in New Yorkers born, unable ,to make 
headway here who have won both fame 
and fortune elsewhere. 


An interesting feature of the ‘‘crowded- 
out-at-home” societies, as a member of 
one terms them, is the growing elegance 
of their annual banquets. A few years 
ago most of these were given at what 
might be termed second-rate places, and 
the prices paid by the diners ranged be- 
tween $2 and $5 ‘“‘a cover.” 

This year as many of them as can se- 
cure a date at the famous _ hostelry 
where the great national banquets are 
held are doing so, and. the price of 
“covers ranges from $6 to $15. These 
dinners have made an impression, too, 
upon the champagne dealers. A few 
years ago these gentry furnished their 
wines to them at the regular prices only, 
and didn’t seem to care greatly whether 
they made sales or. not. Of late, how- 
e¥er, the furnishing of wines for these 
oceasions has come to be regarded as a 
desirable advertisement which, there- 
fore, is to be sought eagerly. 

Last year the champagne for a certain 
“strangers’’’ dinner was furnished free 
on condition that the name of the brand 
and the price be printed on the menu 
cards. Apparently this was a profitable 
advertisement for the wine dealers, since 
this vear another champagne firm gave 
the wine free and paid $50 bonus for the 
privilege. 

One sure way for the newcomer to win 
prominence of a certain sort in New 
York is to form such a society as I have 
described. I know of a man who in this 
way has changed what looked like cer- 
tain business defeat into genuine and 
brilllant success. DUANE.

Let the patient swallow the whole of it. 
Then, in one pint of boilirmg water, put a 
heaping tablespoonful of flaxseed and bot! 
five minutes. To this add one tablie- 
spoonful of pure apple vinegar and two or 
three of honey. Take one-half teacup- 
ful, more or less, every half hour. This 
is taken after the egg has been given 
first. If not relieved in two hours, begin 
again with the egg. 

5. Sour buttermilk taken freely. 

6. Stand facing the patient and 
the index finger of each, hand in his or 
her ears, at the same time closing the 
nostrils with the thumbs. Then give an 
ordinary, size glass of water, and drink 
without breathing.

Lexington, Ky., February 14.—(Special.} 
The famous brood mare Cachuca, by 
King Alfonso, dam Schottisch, by imp. 
Albion, owned by John E. Medden, Hem- 
burg Place, though now 2% years old, 
is again in foal this season. As a pro- 
lific and regular producer, this noted 
half sister to the great cup horse Bal- 
lenkeel, is indeed a wonder. Since 1883 
She has had seventeen foals, and but 
One year in her stud career has she been 
barren. She is the dam of Fresno, win- 
ner of $17,020; Palestine, winner of $10,- 
025; George Boyd, winner of $9,830; Man- 
hansett, Zamaclow (Harry Rose), Rose 
Ash and Flute. Her record is a shade 
better than that of A, Belmont’s noted 
mare Bliss, inasmuch as Fresno, Pales- 
tine, and George Boyd were a little 
higher class in the stake Hne of winners 
than anything the daughter of imp. Bon- 
nie Scotland ever threw. The latter has 
had the same number of foals as Ca- 
chuca, 17, and has failed to produce only 
two seasons. These two mares are re- 
markable examples of longevity. Both 
are in foal this year and in perfect health 
and condition, and are the oldest regular 
breeders in the stud in Kentucky save 
Gondola, the dam of the famous Senor- 
its, owned in the Melbourne stud of Col- 
onel W. 8 Barnes, which mare is also 
2 years old. These three mares are still 
breeding at an age four to five years 
above that which numbered the demise 
of many of America’s most famous stud 
matrons, still they have to live a year or 
two yet to equal the age of a number of 
great mares in this country, including 
Ballet, who died at 31 years, and Marian 
and Buff and Blue, both of which lived 
to be 28 years old.

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Influence of the Height of Wheel on 
the Draft of Farm Wagons. 

This is a subject regarding which there 
is considerable difference of Opinion. The 
Missouri station has put the matter to 
practical test in a series of trials made on 
macadam, ‘gravel and dirt roads in all 
conditions, and on meadows, pastures, cul- 
tivated fields, stubble land, ete. With a 
ret load of 2,(00 pounds in all cases, three 
sets of wheels were tested, as follows: 
“Standard—front wheels, 44 inches: rear 
wheels, 55 inches. Medium—front wheels, 
4 inches: rear. wheels, 40 inches» Low— 
front wheels, 24 inches: rear wheels, 28 
inches."’ The results obtained and tcen- 
clusions reached were, in brief, as fol- 
lows: 

‘For the same load, wagons with wheels 
of standard height«drew lighter than 
those with lower wheels. The difference 
in favor of the standard wheels was 
greater on road surfaces in bad condition 
than on good road surfaces. Low wheels 
cut deeper ruts than those of standard 
he'ght. The vibration of the tongue is 
greater in wagons with low wheels. For 
most purposes wagons with low wheels 
are more convy@gnient than those of stand- 
ard height. Wagons with broad tires and 
wheels of. standard height are cumber- 
some and require much room in turning. 
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Diminishing the height of wheel to from 
30 to 36 inches in front and 40 to 44 inches 
in the rear did not increase the draft in 
as great proportion as it increased the 
convenience of loading and unloading the 
ordinary farm freight. Diminishing the 
height of wheels below 30 inches front 
and 40 inches rear increased the draft in 
greater proportion than it gained in con- 
venience. On good roads, increasing the 
length of rear axle, so that the front and 
rear wheels will run in different tracks 
to avoid cutting ruts, did not increase the 
draft. On sod, cultivated ground and bad 
roads wagons with the rear axle longer 
than the front one drew heavier than 
one having both axles of the same length. 
Wagons with the rear axle longer than 
the front one require wider gateways 
and more careful drivers, and are, on the 
whole, very inconvenient and nof to be 
recommended for farm use. The best 
form of farm wagon ‘ts one with axles of 
equal length, broad tires and whecis 30 to 
36 inches high‘in front and 40 to 44 inches 
behind."’ 


The Soo Canal. 

Ainslee’s Magazine: The St. Mary’s river 
90 miles in length, connecting Lake Su- 
perior with Lake Huron, has been highly 
developed for commercial purposes by 
government expenditure of large sums of 
money in clearing away the smaller 
rapids, but the big rapid near the north- 
ern end of the river, the Sault (rapid) Ste. 
Marie (Saint Mary), which the American 
vandal of speech, witb his mania for 
phonetics has converted into the ‘“Soo,”’ 
could not be disposed of in like manner 
and was overcome ‘by the consfruction of 
a United States ship canal containing the 
largest lock in the world. There the ve3- 
sels go up and down an 18-foot stairway 
in almost continuous Iines. 

An accurate record is kept of the traffic 
through this lock, the aggregate of which 
is 25,000,000 tons annually; 15,000,000 tons 
is iron ore, and 4,000,000 is coal. The re- 
mainder ts grain and its chief product— 
58,000,000 bushels of wheat and 7,000,000 
barrels of flour. The total estimated 
value of the traffic passing through the 
“Soo” lock is $281,364.70. 

Fireproof Cotton Goods. 

Manufacturers’ Record: United States 
Consul Oliver J. D. Hughes, at Coburg, 
Germany, !s informed that German cotton 
manufacturers are intending to make trial 
of a discovery whereby cotton and other 
similar highly inflammable materials can 
be rendered permanently fireproof. With 
the exception of explosives, there is no 
article that flares up so quickly as cotton 
when it comes into contact with a light, 
especially in those particular goods which 
are made of heavy yarns and “combed 
out’? on both sides in order to give the ap- 
The fireproofing, pro- 
cess consists of ‘‘asbestinizing’’ the fabric, 
by ‘which means. permanent immunity 
from burning is assured, but the exact 
manner th: whith it is achieved is not di- 
vulged. ‘“Asbestine fabrics’ can be wasa- 
ed again and again and yet retain their 
non-igni~~ee quality. From. this it will 
be seen vamt the process does not consist 
in merety putting upon the -material a 
chemical that fag the time being renders 
it non-inflammahje, but rather, as in the 
case of merceriziag, in changing the very 
character of the material. ‘“AsbestinizeJ’’ 
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cloths are said to be perfectly hygienic, 
and can be safely worn rext to the skin.

London, February 14.—Advices receiv- 
ed here today from Nigeria says that the 
British punitive expedition, commanded 
by Colonel Moreland and consisting of 
1,200 men belonging to West Africa fron- 
tier forces, occupied Kang, February _l, 
after sharp fighting.

An official dispatch to the colonial of- 
fice adds that twelve of the British rank 
and file were wounded and that s00 of 
the enemy were killed.

As telegraphed 
The Constitution last week, the item is 
now so worded that the secretary will 
select some other site. the only restriction 
being that he must purchase an entire 
The 
bill was at once referred back to the 
committee, which is to meet at 11 o'clock 
Monday. Without any change the bill 
will be favorably reported to the house. 
Mr. Mercer is confident of his ability 
te secure introduction under suspension 
of the rules, Mondgy being the regular 
suspension day. 

Other Georgia items in the bill are:

The present probability is that the bill 
will be passed in its present shape by 
the house, and that there may he some 
additions to it by the senate. Senator 
Bacon will erdeavor to attach upon it 
the Macon appropriation which the sen- 
ate committee has reported favorably.

Washington, February 14.—(Special.)—As 
if the fact of his being an apostle of 
the Mormon church did not in itself in- 
volve enough worry for his republican 
associates who are just now, in connec- 
tion with their anti-statehood fight, hurl- 
ing criticisms against that sect, Hon. 
Reed Smoot, senator-elect from Utah, 
has added to the gayety of current dis- 
cussion by entertaining some negroes at 
a banquet he gave to celebrate the con- 
summation of the deal between the re- 
publican leaders and the Mormon church. 

It is not so much his entertaining the 
negroes on a plane of social equality 
that has exasperated certain gentlemen 
here in Washington ag it is that he 
gives his excuse for doing so the action 
of President Roosevelt in the famous 
Booker Washington luncheon. If Mr. and 
Mrs. Smoot believe the negroes in ques- 
tion are their equals socially, their right 
to entertain them is not disputed; but 
that the Mormah high priest should just 
at this time revive recollections of the 
Booker Washington episode is not at all 
relished by the administration leaders 
who are endeavoring td make the coun- 
try think of something else than the 
race issue. 


Some Hot Talk Coming. 

The present outlook is that the coming 
week will witness some discussion in con- 
gress of certain recent episodes bearing 
upon the race question, this Smoot ban- 
quet among them., Senator Tillman and 
Senator Carmack have been waiting with 
a good deal of patience to deliver the 
speeches they had prepared upon the 
Indianola case. Unless. their plans fail, 
one or both of these gefitlemen will make 
the opportunity to open up.on this whole 
question on Monday. 

Not only will they pay their respects 
to Mr. Smoot, but they will have a little 
something to say about Mr. Root, whose 
recent speech before the Union League 
Club at New York has been given a 
great deal of newspaper notice in the 
north—much more, apparently, than jt 
has in the south. 

The fact that the secretary of war 
should have chosen such a time and such 
an Ocoasion to come out with a declara- 
tion that the granting of suffrage to the 
negroes has proven a-.failure has given 
rise to a great deal of speculation over 
his meaning and purpose. It is incon- 
ceivable that his speech was a mere off- 
hand utterance. The occasion was one 
which called for a carefully prepared 
speech, particularly from a man who 
realized that his utterances would -. be 
construed as representing the views of his 
chief, the president of the United States. 
Of all the social-political organizations 
in the country, that which had most to 
do with the propagation of abolition sen- 
timent was the Union League. This par- 
ticular dinner was for the celebration of 
the fortieth anniversary of the orga pi- 
zation of the club. In effect the der- 
laration of the secretary of war, as it is 
understood here, was that the work wo 
which the club had been especially con- 
secrated in its early days—especially the 
part it played in giving the ballot to 
the negro—had been a failure, and the 
time had come to acknowledge it. 


Something Back of It. 

There was, practically, nothing more 
to the Root speech than this. At least, 
this declaration was the only portion 
of his address that created comment. 
What did he mean? Nobody seems to 
know. Secretary Root has preserved ' 4 
discreet silence on the subject since his 
return to Washington. 

The newspapers of the north that have 
devoted much space to the discussion of 
his utterances differ widely in the con- 
struction they put upon it Some see ia 
it a velled threat that the republicaa 
party must consecrate itself anew fo 
an anti-south crusade, resting not until] 
the southern states are deprived of some 
portion of their representation in *con- 
gress. It may be that Secretary Root 
had this in mind. On the other. hand, 
it is possible that he spoke only of the 
failure as’an accomplished fact, one that 
could not be accepted. That the negro 
had not been bettered in the nearly 
forty years he has had full citizenship 
through the exercise of the ballot privi- 
lege was freely acknowledged, but wheth- 
er the distinguished republican who made 
the speech—himself once president of the 
Union Leagu@—meant to infer that his 
associates must consecrate themselves 
anew to a crusade in behalf of negro cit- 
izenship or whether he meant that the 
only thing to do is to acknowledge fail- 
ure, can be understood only when he 
sees fit to give his ideas upon the future 
as Well as the past and the present.

Mormons and Republicans. 

In connection with the discussion of the 
Smoot banquet, a highly interesting 
charge was made upon the floor of the 
senate a few days ago by Senator Pat- 
terson, of Colorado. Duriag the talk 
over Mormonism that has come out in 
the statehood debate, there had been 
references to a deal between the Mor- 
mon church and the republican party. 
There had, however, been no formal, 
circumstantial, direct charge to that ef- 
effect until Mr. Pafterson said:

Vienna, February 4.—Professor von 
Mosetig invented a new remedy forestali- 
ing ulceration of bones and similar dan- 
gerous conditions after operations. <As 
in case of bad teeth, the cavaty is filled, 
the filling consisting of a mass formed of 
some iodine preparation, spermacetti and 
oil of geaan. This makes a yellow mass 
dissolvable only when heated to 50 de- 
gress. It prevents ulceration absolutely 
and is absorbed as the new bone forma. 
The inventor says that the filling has 
the latter tendency undeniably, otherwise 
it would be greatly in the way. Of 
course, the afflicted bone must be treated 
like a sore tooth, everything tending to 
perpetuate disease must be cut out before 
the filling is put in. Professor von Mose- 
tig submitted , >the medical faculty gta- 
tistics and diaries of a hundred cases 
treated after the new method. Only a 
very few cases exhibited fever after the 
filling. Many bones rotten through were 
restored to use. One man guffering from 
dry rot of the thigh was able to leave 
the clinic three weeks after the filling 
had been put in.

NE of Kaiser Wilhelm's passions 
QO) recent years has been to visit 

the ancestral seats that have been 
accumulated by his roving and acquisi- 
tive family in the past centuries during 
‘which the Hohenzollerns have augment- 
ed their power steadily by war, barter 
‘and marriage. 

He has been able to enjoy the desire 
to the full extent in the case of prac- 
tically all the old family castles, for they 
@re within the empire. 

But there is one exception. And # is

©eestra] homes, for from it there camo 
Some of the best and most historic blood 
that runs in the present imperial veins. 

It is the home of the great Colignys. 
Only 80 miles from Paris. There one of 
the best and most remarkable ances- 
tresses of the Hohenzollerns was born. 

The memory of the Admiral de Coligny, 
the great Huguenot, who perished in 
the Bloody Vespers, is kept so green in 
France that his old home, with the ren- 
mant of the castle, is a proud historic 
monument of the French people. They do 
not, however, love to admit that it is 
alsO an ancestral seat of the German 
emperor. 


Kaiser’s French Ancestors. 

The French blood in the Hohenzollern 
line is direct. Louise Henrietta of Or. 
a@nge-Nassau, t ie great-granddaughter 
of Admiral de Coligny, married the Great 
Elector, Frederick William of Brawden- 
burg. who won the sovereignty of the 
Prussia which then was a duchy. 

It was this same marriage which made 
the present Hohenzollerns descendants 
also of the great Prince of Orange, Wil- 
liam the Silent, who broke the power of

It is a far cry from William the Si- 
lent of the sixteenth century to William 
the Reverse of the twentieth century, 
but it’s all in the family for all that. 

The French ancestral home of the 
kaiser lies in the little town of Chatillon- 
sur-Loing, on the banks of the river Lo- 
ing. It is in the present department of 
Loiret, which used to be the great Proy- 
ince of Oreleans, intimately connected 
with the most stirring and impressive 
periods of French aistory. 

Possibly the kaiser gets some of his 
unquiet tendencies from that old infusion 
of what was the hottest fighting and re- 
belling blood in the world. The life his- 
tory of all those ancestors in Orleans 
reads like a chronology of battles, plots 
and ceroners’ inquests. 

Chatillon-sur-Loing is about 40 miles 
from the ety of Orleans. It went to 
sleep long ago and nas not the least de- 
sire to wake up. 

Of all the fierce hatreds and rivalries, 
of all the romatic conspiracies and in- 
trigues, that once made it the storm cen- 
ter of France and finally of Europe, there 
remains no echo. 

It is a typical French provincial] 
now, Whose inhabitants attend to their 
daily duties with pleasurable ease that 
characterizes Frenca provincial towns. 
and where the most flaming argument 
may be an occasional one provoked by a 
particularly’ close game of dominoes in 
the cafe after the afternoon glass of ab- 
sinthe,

century till near its end, the two great

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THOMAS A. EDISON TO 
TAKE A TWO YEARS’ REST 
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By ALLEN V. GILLESPIE 


HOMAS A. EDISON, in a stain- 
gpotted suit and an old slouch hat, 
drawn well down on his forehead, 
*traightened up from a dilapidated little 


table over which he had been bending, 


threw a stub of a pencil down on a yellow 
ped of paper, and settled back in an arm 
chair. 


“At last,” he said, “I’ve finished work 
on my storage battery and now I'm going 
to take a rest.’’ 

He gazed thoughtfully out of a window 
of his laboratory office for a moment. 

“For Em tired—very tired,’ he added 
simply. “I’m ell worn out.”’ 

Next second his eyes twinkled mer- 
rily. <i 

“Yes, I’ve planned for a great vaca- 
tion,”’ briskly and enthusiastically, ‘and 
it will begin after I’ve spent a few weeks 
in Florida, where I’m going in a few days. 
And the best part of it all is this—it will 
last two years.”’ 

Mr. Edison rubbed his hands in antici- 
patory joy. 


“I'm going to have a fine time—splendid’ 


time during these two years. I’m just 
s0ing to rest. Yes, sir, that’s what I’m 
S0ing to do, and I'l] tell you how I’m go- 
ing to do it. Up in my house across the 
street I've a big book of over 400 pages 


filled with notes that I've jotted down 
from time to time during the last fifteen 
or twenty years. They relate to things 
that I’ve observed while working out my 
various inventions, and I've simply put 
them down and done nothing with them 
because I’ve not had time to investigate 
these various incidental phenomena. Now. 
however, I’m tired—thoroughly tired—and 
I’ve made up my mind to drop industria! 
science for two whole years and rest my- 
self by taking up pure science—by inves- 
tigating the thousand and one properties 
of metals and chemicals that I've got 
notes about in my book. 

“Strenuous vacation? Not a bit of it. 
All ['m going to do is what every pure 
scientist does—ihe fellow who finds out 
the actions of metals and chemicals un- 
der different conditions and in various 
combinations by experimenting, but who 
does not agply the results, industrially. 

“Gulded by my notes, I'm going to mix 
things in laboratory mortars and chem- 
ists’ tubes and what not and watch for 
results. That’s all pure science does. It 
never thinks things out, HNke industrial 
science. It just blunders, stumbles against 
discoveries, while industrial science is the 
result, in greater part, of concentrated 
and consecutive thought. 

“It will be fun and maybe I'll find out 


~~ 


something worth while—who can tell” 
Anyway, I’m looking forward to a real 
good time, and, I believe that, by hustling 
a little, I'll be able to investigate every- 
thing that I’ve notes about in my book.”’ 

What his notes relate to Mr. Edison will 
not disclose, except to say that ene of his 
investigations will be conducted toward 
finding a wood that will be a good sub- 
stitute for coal, when that fuel becomes 
more scarce and a great deal more ex- 
pensive than at present. 

“I firmly believe,’’ said Mr. Edison, 
“that the time will come when we in this 
country will secure most of our heat from 
wood in gome form or other. The wood 
that will be used will come largely from 
tropical South America, where sprouts 
spring into full grown trees in three or 
four years. Then the vast Amazonian 
forests will be worked and nourished on a 
scientific basis by capitalistic syndicates 
and the world’s fuel supply thus eon- 
served for all time. And science will find 
away to make the wood almost if not as 
good, for heating purposes as coal. Per- 
haps it will be used something after the 
manner of charcoal—I believe that char- 
coal will some day be pretty generally 
used in the place of coal. 

“Boat don’t think that we'll live to 
all this. The coal supply in this country 
is far greater than most people imagine. 
Immense deposits in the Hudson bay re- 
gion are waiting to be opened, and great 
lignite beds are still unworked. Only 
after these and the present mines are 
worked out will people turn to the forests 
of tropical South America for their fuel. 
When that will be, time alone can teli~ 
perhaps not before the days of our grand- 
children’s grandchildren. But sooner or 


see 


later it will come, and it won't do any 
harm for me to follow up certain obserya- 
tions about tropical wood as a fuel that 
I jotted down in my book years ago. 
It'll all be a part of my rest, you know, 
and recreation means pleasure, doesn't 
it?” 

Mr. Edison thinks that the growing of 
wood for fuel on land in temperate Amer- 
ica would not prove remunerative enough 
for serious undertaking. 

“There are thousands of acres of now 
uncultivated land in this country admi- 
rably adapted for such a purpose,” he 
said, “but the scheme 18 impracticable 
for the simple reason that our climate is 
not tropical enough to insure quick growth 
to the trees. After an acre Was once 
cleared of wood. it would take sprouts 
six or eight or ten vears to attain suffi- 
cient size for fuel purposes. This fact 
alone militates against such a plan to 
provide a substitute for coal. 

“Some enterprising fellow, though, 
could make a small fortune by securing 
contre! of several thousand acres of land 
of this description already wooded and 
harvesting the crop. I have about 25,000 
acres of stunted woodland up in the Or- 
ange mountains and I've figured out that 
each acre is capable of supplying the fuel 
equivalent of a ton of coal. Just now in 
my laboratories I'm burning a lot of this 
wood, thus outwitting the men who these 
days are getting two or three times the 
usual price for coal. 

“The scheme to secure heat by boring 
down to the earth's center also appeals 
to me as being impracticable, except in 
volcanic regions. There the earth's crust 
is thin and the molten matter compara- 


tively near the surface; hence, it could be 
easily reached and obtained by means of 
pipes sunk down to it and utilized for 
manufacturing and heating purposes. In 
the non-voleanic regions, tae crust is too 
thick and the molten interior so far dis- 
tant that to reach it by boring would be 
a too problematical] undertaking for in- 
vested capital. And that part of the 
world is non-volcanic where heat is need- 
ed for bodily comfort and fuel consuming 

“But while many men are busying 
industries thrive. 
themselves with these and other schemes 
to secure heat, on the other hand, if the 
signs of the times count for anything, I 
believe that the next few years will wit- 
ness a great development of hitaerto un- 
worked coal fields by big manufacturers. 
Tne late coal strike has proved to them 
that they must have their own mines and 
in this way be independent of outside 
operators and insure against enforced 
closing down of their mills for lack of 
fuel. P 

‘Tl happen to know of several owners 
of industrial establishments who are al- 
ready seeking to secure and work coal 
lands, and these men assure me tnat 
many of taeir rivals are aiming in the 
same direction.’ 

Here Mr. Edison reverted to his vaca- 
tion. 

‘Now that I’m about to take a rest and 
am beginning to get a true perspective 
of the last twenty years of my life, I be- 
gin to realize more than ever before how 
very little I know—how very little I have 
accomplished. Why, with all my work 
in electricity I don't know what electricity 
is. True, I've thought out several inven- 
tions and made my brain and body weary

taereby, and I’ve got my name noised 
about, but what have I done—what do 1 
know—~after all? Why, simply this—verv 
little, hardly anything, when we think 
of the things still to be done and still ta 
be learned—of the forces all around us 
that we don’t understand in the least, 
tnat we scarcely dream of. 

“Yes, sir; that’s the gospe! truth. But 
say,’ Mr. Edison's eyes laughed merrily— 
they are eve@ that never lose their sparkle 
and fire, no matter how tired the rest of 
their possessor’s body may be—‘‘perhaps 
I'll learn a little bit of the unknown dur- 
ing my two years’ vacation. Anyway. 
I'm going to work hard ta dg sO, and 
i'm going to have a fine rest."

We Still ‘Have Bodies, as 
Well as Souls 


TIDAL wave of transcendentalism is 
sweeping over the cultured people of 
the world. Essayists and novelists 
are producing works which deal with 
the inner life, the psychological, to 
the almost total exclusion of physical 
considerations, and their adroitly de- 
vised creations are taking such deep 
hold on the minds of people who 
think more than they act, that we see 
the result in the hundreds who are en- 
deavoring to live entirely in the soul, 
ignoring the body and frequently the 
natural laws to which it is. subject. 
To a circumscribed extent, this is as 

It should be. The body, to be sure, is. gross ma- 
terial. It is flesh and blood, susceptible to the wear 
and tear of time, to the inroads of disease, to dod- 
dering decay and inefficiency. Its emphasis, in 
place of that of the mind, is bound to eventuate in 
degeneration and misery. We concede gladly, we 
even assert, that the Great Architect intended the 
mental should rule the physical, absolutely. But 
we believe He planned that it should be the gov- 
ernment of a sane, intelligent master; that the value, 
the possibilities, for health and disease, of the casket 
for the mind should not be overlooked; that we 
should remember the fact that we gain all of our 
impressions of the world and other people through 
the mediums which matter furnishes; and that we 
should never drift into the ruinous fallacy that we 
may become disembodied spirits, exploring ethereal 
realms A cfore the time when the black camel stops 
at our gates. 

This much to make our position clear. Now to 
consider the trend toward this error of which we 
have spoken. In the current issue of The Saturday 
Evening Post, there is a piece of fiction, built on 
truth, by M. de Blowitz, a recently deceased jour- 
nalist-diplomat of unquestioned cleverness and 
ability. The story deals with the sufferings of a 
woman of fine education, who believed she was con- 


stantly on the verge of some heinous crime against | 
power to make the south the great literary pro- 


' ductive area of the United States. 


God and man; who was the poor victim of a never- 
quiet battle between the desires of the soul and 
the body, a prey to morbid imaginations of the 
most stressed evil—hopeless in the toils of a vast, 
hazy fear which she could not analyze, and for 
which her remedy was chimerical in the extreme. 
We believe her case was only a single vivid instance 


of those who have tried too continuously to live that 


inner life, which puts us out of touch with the world, 
and makes us forget our mortality. 

Two other illustrations present themselves. 
There died recently a talented student of metapliysi- 
cal problems, his ending being surely attributable 
to slow starvation. He had formed a theory to the 
effect that by gradually depriving himself of food, 
he so exalted the spiritual sense that he would be 
able to shake off earthly vestments, and investigate 
for himself things supernal. It is recorded that 
death came ere he established the truth of his 
theory. Another thinker, a Parisfan, persuaded 
himself he might sever body and spirit, by keeping 
himself anaesthetized for a prolonged period. [le 
invented an ingenious mechanical device which he 
believed would suspend indefinitely the energies of 
the body, and liberate the mind for a trip through 
the continents of the skies. He overlooked a vital 
defect in the delicate machinery and his friends, at 
the end of a prescribed period, lifted out of the box 
a dead man. 

These stories are merely leaves out of real life 
showing the unhealthy, fatal direction which an ig- 
noring of the physical may bring to pass. Others 
equally apropos could be quoted. But we believe 
enough has been said to make clear our meaning, 
and to prevent it being confounded with the quieter 
practices which a great many religious people in- 
dulge in and promulgate. 

We cannot remember a time when this paper has 
not taken a decided, earnest stand for education, 
and higher education. For the cultivation of the 
mind, which is but a mask-word for the soul, and 
the elimination of the body—SO FAR AS THIS 
PROCESS COULD BE CARRIED WITH 
HEALTHY, SENSIBLE RESULTS. 

But we can never forget, with impunity, that the 
Designer of the universe joined this body and soul 
in a union dissoluble only by actual, physical death. 
That no narcosis, no tampering with the etherial 
eords which bind the two, will be tolerated by the 
Maker’s hand-maiden—Nature; that we have not 
yet arrived at that transcendental knowledge where- 
by we can temporarily desert the body for the pur- 
pose of spiritflal exploration—perhaps human man 
may come to this surpassing stage, perhaps not. 

We might find it in us to glory in the vaulting, 
daring discontented, ambition of man—frenzied in 
his desire to “fling the dust aside, and naked on the 
air of heaven ride.” But there is the uncompromis- 
ing finger of history, which points at the ruin, the 
death, which comes on the heels of such short-sight- 
ed, unkfiowing attempts. Let us keep on striving— 
for that purpose our minds were given us; but in 
our reading, our thinking, our influence over our- 
selves and others, let us bear in mind that first we 
must solve a countless horde of abstruse PHYSI- 
CAL problems—and then we may begin to see the 
glimmer of the dawn of a more subtle, all-compre-. 
hensive knowledge. We are not gods or angels yet,

The man with.the power, innate or 

cultivated, to propel ideas and plans 

without the cooperation of other peo- 

ple, and with a belief in‘ his own abil- 

ities and possibilities, is the owner of 

two trump cards in the intricate, hard- 

ly-contested battle of life.

Our statement is given color by an 

incident which has fallen under the personal obser- 

vation of the editor. ‘—Two weeks ago there was pub- 

lished, in this department, a notice to the effect that 

short stories, not exceeding 2,000 words, were need- 

ed by this paper. The appeal was not intended to 

be confined to southern writers, but it was issued 

in the special hope that the bulk of replies would be 

from that section which is more distinctively known 

as the south. Before going further, however, we 

desire to state that this announcement has been 

amply requited, and that there are now in this office 

a sufhcient number of short stories to supply us 
for three or four months. 

Coming back to the original point under discus- 
sion, the bulk of the manuscripts submitted WERE 
NOT FROM THE.SOUTH. A fair percentage of 
short fiction, good fiction, too, was received from 
each of the southern states. But an enormous 
quantity of stories, long and short, clever and com- 
monplace, stories based on almost every conceivable 
phase of life, poured into the office from northern, 
eastern and western states. There seems to be a 
limitless number of young, middle-aged and el- 
derly people in the small towns, cities and rural dis- 
tricts of these sections, who have literary aspira- 
tions, literary ability, and above all—INITIATIVE.

ranked by countless num- 

berg as the greatest Ameri- 

ean poet. Possibly the 

most rugged and arduous 

path in life is the one leading to literary 

Success and fame; and when a man or 

woman reaches the pinnacle of literary 

Success it can be justly said that the 
honors received are well earned. 

A short time since, while discussing the 
life and productions of Edgar Allan Poe 
with a well-known southern writer, he 
gave the following as his opinion of Poe 
and his work; 

“To express the inexpressible; to voice 
the lament and pathos which every hu- 
man soul feels at some time, but to 
which it cannot give tongue for the pov- 
erty of language—such is the mission of 
the poet. From this viewpoint Poe stands 
out in startling relief, as one of the 
master artists which America has pro- 
duced. His ‘Raven’ strikes a plaintive, 
morbid note which is sure to ring at some 
time In every man’s life. This remarkable 
poem runs the gamut of hope, despair, 
desperation, black dullness of spirit, utter 
hopelessness. Its conception and its treat- 
ment is whimsical, erratic in the extreme, 
There is some debate as to whether Poe 
was the originator of the peculiar form 
of stanza, but there is no questioning the 
power and charm of its rhythm.> 

“Had not Poe written the ‘Raven,’ his 
short story work and his other poems 
would have made him famous. ‘The Gold 
Bug,’ ‘The Maelstrom,’ ‘The Murders in 
the Rue Morgue,’ are among the most 
powerful short stories in any language. 
There is an intensity of imagination in 
the plot, a weird fascination of style and 
a careful working up to the climaxes 
|which is simply masterful. His work is 
unodubtedly of the creative form of 
genius and its entire strain is that of 
pessimism. Never more completély has a 
| man's Hfe been mirrored in his work.’ Af- 
| filicted with an unhealthy constitution, 
naturally morose, his failure to receive 
adequate recognition and compensation, 
and the sickness and death of his idol- 
ized wife, acted as so many bludgeons to 
drive the man into a life of sickly, febrile 
introspectiveness and eventually laid the 
|foundation for the intemperate habits 
which clotted the stream of his genius.’’

ALENTINE, or Valentinus, 

was the name of several] 

of the old-time saints. One 

of these, characterized as 

“presbyter and martyr,’ . 

Was arrested, east into 

prison and heavily loaded 

with chains by order of 

the: Emperor Claudius. In 

this helpless condition, 

every inducement was of- 

fered him—liberty, wealth, 

high honors—if he would 

but turn his back upon the 

new religion he upheld and embrace the 

iddlatry of the Romans, But_hig¢ loyalty 

to the one living God whom he preached, 

remained unshaken, and after enduring 

a long imprisonment, Valentine was first 

cruelly beaten and then, on the lth of 

February, beheaded on the Flaminian 

Way. ‘this, the Flaminian Way, was the 

great northern road of ancient Italy, 

leading from Rome to the city of Arri- 

minum on the Adriatic. It was the most 

frequented road of Italy, and all execu- 

tions that were desired to attain the 

utmost publicity were carried out on the 

Flaminian Way. ‘The beheading of the 

Christian Valentine was designed to 

gtrikke terror to the hearts of his fellow- 

Christians, but it is needless to say that 
it totaily fuiled of its object. 

This is one reason why we celebrate 
the l4th of February. But Valentine, 
presbyter and martyr, shares his hon- 
ors with a brother saint, though few are 
aware of this fact. Valentinus of Inte- 
ramna, a bishop and also a martyr, liv- 
ing in the ninth century, performed many 
miraculous cures tn the name of Jesus 
Christ. One of the most famous of 
these was the healing of the deformed 
son of Craton, the distinguished Greek 
rhetorician, then living in Rome. This 
miraculous healing, for it was nothing 
less; led to the conversion of Craton and 
many other prominent persons, a result 
that was largely instrumental in the ul- 
timate martyrdom of Valentinus, It is 
this St. Valentine of Interamna who is 
to this day invoked, espécially in Italy 
and Germany, for relief in cases’ of 
epilepsy and similar diseases. 

The early celebrations of St. Valen- 
tine’s day it England, Scotland, Ireland 
and France, and also in some portions 
of Europe, were attended with some 
very peculiar and amusing observances, 
Chief among these was the “drawing of 
valentine.” On St. Valentine’s eve, a 
number of young-maidens and bachelors 
assembled together, and on little cards 
wrote the names of each other and of 
their friends who were nol present as 
well, The maidens’ names were placed 
in one box, the bachelors’ in another, 
and then each one drew a name from 
the box of the opposite sex. The person 
thus selected became the valentine of the 
one who had drawn the name. Of 
course. besides having drawn a valentine 
for one’s self, the drawer was very like- 
ly to become, because of the prevaience |

‘the valentine that had fallen to his-lot 
on his own drawing rather than, to the

lady whose favor he wore. 

| In the earlier days ofthe valentines. 
it was the custom. for. both séxes to 
make presents to each other,.-but this 
custom was naturally soon relegated to 
the young men alone. The drawing’ of 
valentines was especially popular in Eng- 
lant during the fifteenth century. and 
in the reign of Charles II married, as 
well as_single persuns,, were chosen, with 
the consent of.all concerned. 

Choosing of Valentine« 

The court beauties of England, France. 
Spain and Germany chose their valen- 
tines from among the most wealthy of 
the nobles, and their expectations of a 
return of the honor thus conferred in 
the shape of costly gifts of jewels and 
apparel were seldom disappointed. So 
widespread was the custom of sending 
valuable gifts’so as to reach ftheir re- 
cipient on §t. Valentine’s dav that it 
became an equally widespread custem for 
highwaymen to make sp271al raids 6 
the lumbering stage coaghes that were 
then the only public conveyinc?s for pas- 
sengers and packages on the s@veral days 
preceding the saint's day. Seldom, in- 
deed, were the yobbers musied in ther 
calculation as to the rich spoils that 
awaited them. As an indication of the 
value of many of the gifts thus given by 
the nobles to their valentines, may te 
given one instance where the duke of 
York, being drawn as the vilentine of 
the beautiful Miss Stuart, who after- 
wards became the duchess of Richmond, 
sent her a jewel valued at £1,000, 

It was this same abuse of the primi- 
tive custom of simple little valentine gifts, 
and the consequent temptations, that 
caused the fathers of the church to call 
a halt in the custom of @alentine draw- 
ing, and of costly valentine gifts, and 
in the Roman Catholie church t» sulbsti- 
tute the name of a suint ag-the year'y 
valentine or patron instead of tha: of a 
human. being. 

How these customs of valeitine draw- 
ing and valentine .gifts ever cams to 
be connected with so sober and revered 
a saint has ever been a inystery of 
which several solutions have been ef- 
fered, One of these is tne suggestion 
made by Mr. Douce in his “‘Iiiustrations 
of Shakespeare’ that the cusioms de- 
scend from the ancient Romans, There 
:s good reason in this 2a, for during 
the celebration of the Lupercalia, ‘one

The Story of St Valentine’s Day 


and thence came the custom of the young 
men and women selecting a valentine or 
special friend on that day which was 
held sacred to the memory of the mar- 
tyred St. Valentine. 

When the fathers of the church put 
their veto on these persoaal drawings 
and substituted the name of the saints, 
each person thus choosing thair patron 
saint for the coming year, it cnanced 
that the change was made on St. Valen- 
tine’s day, the day of the Lupercaiia, 
the anniversary of the martyrdom of St, 
Valentine. m 

Another account of the origin of St 
Valentine's day tells us that the good 
bishop Valentine established an ancient 
custom among his poorer clergy of draw- 
ing by lot the mames of the rich laymea 
of their respective parishes. The layman 
thus drawn became by the bishop's com- 
mand the patron for the year of the 
priest who had drawn His nama, and was 
expected to assist the priest to ‘the best 
of his ability in all things These patrona 
eventually were called valentines, and 


after the death and canonization of the Addison Porter resigned_as secretary @ 


bishop the day on which the drawing took 
place was called St. Valentine’s day. It 
is still the custom of the Roman Catholic 
church in many countries to select on 
St. Valentine's eve a patron saint for the 
coming year, who is termed a valentine.

Since, the mountain has 

right manfully resisted the onslaughts of 

{te destroyers. Thousands of men have 

joined in the task of scratching ii, pick- 

jng it to pieces, and carrying it away. 

They hive torn an awful gash in its side. 

gnd althouch it is scarred deep by the toil 

ef its oppressors, it {fs still holding out 

against them. This battle between man 

and the barrier that God put up to mark 

the separation of the seas has been 2 

eastly one by every count. Along side tie 

ragged ditch there is a burying ground 

which holds 3.000 graves, which, together 

with the millions of good French gold tnrat 

have been dumped into it, bear solemn 

testimony to the obstinacy of the moun- 
tain. 

The war upon Culebra has developed in- 
to a weary siege. Over 3,000 people are 
camped on the bank of the cut, The thun- 
der of huge blasts of dynamite roll heavl- 
ly through the surrounding gulches as if 
a mighty army was advancing upon a 
fce; busy little engines rush back and 
forth like orderlies bearing messages; 
and in the awful! heat of the ditch are the 
digwers. who, like privates, bear the 
brunt of the fray. Their half nakeid 
bodies glisten with sweat as they toil in 
the blistering, withering heat, while over 
them is the mountain, trembling slightly 
from their feeble blows, but towering on 
in mocking silence. 

When the first French company began 
the work which ended in such a fantastic 
fizzle, they centered their efforts upon 
Culebra.. If the.long cherished dream of 
@ canal across the isthmus is ever real- 
ized, this huge pile of rock must be re- 
moved. The first company had as many 
as 6,000 men at work here. When the De 
Lesseps scheme came to such a sorry 
end, the new company was formed for the

States government completed the negotia- 
tions to buy the French concession, about 
8,000 men were employed in the Culebra 
works.

This was done 
because the present owners get no return 
whatever for the work they are now do- 
ing. Every day of delay is expensive *o 
them—and very expensive at that. They 


say they are paying out for wages alone 


cver $60,000 per month, not counting coal, 
dyrsemite, supplies and other expenses 
which must amount to mare than double 
the sum paid for labor. 

What is known as the Culebra cut 1}; 
about eight miles long. A locomotive was 
mit at my disposal end I was given an op- 
portunity to inspect the works. At the 
widest place the cut is 620 fect wide from 
bank to bank. For nearly ten years they 
have been cutting through, soiid rock. The 


blasting and digging is belng conducted 


from six levels ard about 500 car loads of 
rock are being taken out dally: it is 
hauled about a mile and a half and 
dumped into a big:ravine which 1s choked 
with millions and millions of tons of it. 
When the employees of the first com- 
pany began excavating they were 2x85 feet 
above sea level, and they went down only 
The new company has gone from 
250 down to 120 feet from sea level. It 
will not go much farther. It will either 
turn the work over to the Americans or 
quit, for it has very little money left 
with which to operate. The new company 
has made a very creditable showing. Ir- 
stead of hiring labor by the day the work 
has been given out In tasks, and bétter 
results have been obtained for a third 
cf what the first comrany paid. The men 
who are now operating the works say 
that 6,000 labcrers can be put in the cut, 
and that this number ought to complete

seen hundreds of engines, some stand- 
ing in sheds and others out in the open, 
almost hidden by the dense _ tropical 
growth. The company brought to the 
isthmus 600 locomotives, many of which 
stand where they were unloaded without 4 
fire ever having been built in them; there 
are 2,000 cars standing in long strings on 
side tracks with vines and creepers run- 
ning over them, and their wheels and 
trucks lost to view in a rank growth of 
vegetation; there are twenty-five 800-ton 
dredges, which cost $20,000 each, that are 
anchored in various plaees along the 
canal or sunk in the mud of the sloughs. 
On account of long exposure to the action 
of salt water and tropical rains these 
comiy machires are absolutely worthless 
except for old iron. The waste of money 
was simply appalling. In the daytime tha 
bKleacheeé forn.s of these old dredges, 
standing out egainst the bank of green 
that surrounds them, look like monster 
skeletons, or in the night like huge 
ghosts keeping watch over the solitude of 
the jungle. Scores upon scores of sheds 
are passed in which there are piled tana 
and tons of machinery long since fallen 
a prey to rust and negiect. And vet they 
say that one-third of the millions wast2 4 
in this fraud of frauds never came to 
the isthmus at all, but was confiscated by 
the swindlers in Paris. It surely has the 
right to be known as the monumental fall- 
ure of history. 

It is difficult to estimate 
the work done on the canal aside from 
what been accomplished at Culebra. 
From the Pacific side about 8 miles have 
been dug, and on the Atlantic side about 
18 miles, but both channels have filled 
with sand and mud to such an extent thac 
nothing but 2 small steam launch dravw- 
ing three or four feet of water can float 
in them. Everybody here seems to think 
that the United States will get a bargain 
when it takes over the canal at $40,000,000, 
Mr, Arthur Regel, chief of the works for 
the French company, said: 

“TI am sure there is no doubt 
minds of the gentlemen who 
the American commission, or any one 
else who has investigated the matter, 
abcut the advisability of taking our con- 
cession at that price. Of course there is 
millions of dollars’ werth of machinery 
here that is worthless, but aside from 
this there is other property worth many 
millions which can be utilized. Nearly 
all the houses can be put in repair at 
very little cutls4y; we have many fine office 
buildings in both Panama and Colon 
which are in good condition and we also 
cwn a large amount of valuable land in

All the representatives of 
other nations who have nothing at stake, 
and whose estimates are prompted mere- 
ly by friendly interest, say the price is 
dirt cheap. 

However, at the time this is written, 
there are two classes of people who are 
on the anxious. seat for fear the transfer 
will fall through. The stand taken by the 
Colombian government in exacting an @x- 
orbitant price from the United States for 
the granting of rights the latter asks for, 
has caused great uneaesiness to be felt 
by the French and the residents of Pana- 
ma. Panama ts only an outlying state of 
Colombia. The governor and most of his 
officials are sent from Bogota, the capi- 
tal. The Colombian government has no 
interest in the canal deal except what it 
will get. out of it. It is hard up for 
cash, and thinking it has the whip hand 
on account of the United States govern- 
ment having closed with the French 
company, means to squeege the Ameri- 
cans for every cent possible. 

If the powers at Bogota thought their 
sale was In any danger they would come 
to terms quickly. and take whatever they 
couit get. I[t is a plain 
case of grab, and affords 
another sample of what 
may be expected when- 
ever the United States 
government has any 
dealings with these dirtv 
little make-believe republics aside 
from protecting them from the powers 
that would tear them to pleces tn a fort- 
night if they were left to their own re- 
sources. The state of Panama has never 
had a square meal from the Colombian 
government.

The Dutch treat- 
ed them well, but they wanted a land of 
their own. They bought a vessel at Delf- 
shaven, and upon it made their first start 
for America. They remained at Delfs- 
haven sOme time before they sailed and 
during that time worshiped in the old 
church which still stands. 

I went there today on the top of a car, 
paying 4 cents for the round trip. We 
rode out through one of the fine resi- 
dence sections of Rotterdam, past a beau- 
tiful park and on through tenement 
streets which swarmed with Dutch babies 
and older children as clean as new pins. 
We passed many wind mills on the farms 
outside the city, and in about half an 
hour found ourselves in one of the 
sleepiest towns of this sleepy Dutch coun- 


try. It was Delfshaven, the port of the | 
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The old church, where worshipped the Pilgrim fathers 


city of Delft, which a few centuries ago 
Was one of the important cities of Hoi- 
land, but is now almost forgotten exXcept 
for its blue porcelain dishes and tiles. 

Delfshaven has now but a few hundred 
people. It is composed of two and thre:2- 
story Dutch houses, old and black ani 
quaint in the extreme. The roofs are 
steep and ridge-shaped, with little dor- 
mer windows poking their heads out here 
and there. The houses are flush with the 
sidewalks, and the chief street has a canal 
running through it filled with barges and 
fishing boats, upon which the boat fami- 
lies were cooking their suppers at the 
time of my visit. 

There were many children in clogs run- 
ning about, some chasing each other and 
Others climbing the trees with their 


clumsy feet. I posed three of the smallest 


of the giris on the wall of the canal, aad 
had my son snap the camera at them to 
get a sample of how the little ones look- 
ed when our Pilgrim Fathers were here. 
I say when they were here for the chil- 
dren of Delfshaven dress about the same 
now as they did then, holding tight to the 
wooden*shoes of their forefathers. In- 
ceed, their mothers are quite as thrifty 
as were our Pilgrim foremothers; for the 
stately old dame in short skiris and lace 
cap with a golden corkscrew over each 
eye, whose daughters I posed, looked on 
and laughed until I gave each of them 
10 Dutch cents as a present.

She hes 
the whitest of caps, the rosiest of cheeks 
and a most pisagant smile. She took me 
through the church and showed me its 
curlous features, including the pulpit Bi- 
ble, which dates back to 1628, or to eight 
years after the Pilgrims left Holland. 
She pointed out a stone in the wall! 
which was sent to the ¢hureh by some 
of the people of Chicago, and said the 
Chicagoans had also taken away a stone 
from the floor. She said that two of 
the gravestones had been taken by a 
Philadelphia man for the New England 
Society of Pennsylvania, and that this 
society also had the old alms box. 

This old church has been used since 
the Pilgrims left and it Is in use today. 
It has seats for about two hundred peo- 
pfo-—quaint oak benches with reading 
desks in front of them, upon which He 
many Bibles. The Bibles are in Dutch 
and they look as old as the church itself. 
They are somewhat like the $4 kind sold 
by our itinerant book agents, each con- 
taining the hymns 4s well as the full 
text of the scriptures. 

Underneath each bench is a little 
Square boxlike footstool with augur holes 
in the top. These stools are the only 
heating arrangements of the church. Be- 
fore service the sexton puts a little pot 
of glowing charcoal or peat in each 
stool and the women put their feet on 
the top of the stools and thus keep 
them warm during the long service, The 
peat must be well lighted and glowing 
or it will smoke, making one think that 
the church is on fire. When I went up 
into the pulpit I noticed there were holes 
in the floor, and was told that boxes of 
burning charcoal or peat were placed be- 
low to keep the dominie hot. 

The collections are taken up in little 
black bags fastened to long poles, which 
the elders carry about during each serv- 
icc, There ara always two collections, 
one for tha poor and the other for the 
church and the elders. The elders have 
seats of honor, not far from which is 
the pew of the parson. The poor are 
given the poorest seats, being shoved 
away on benches behind the preacher. 

I took a look at the records of ‘the 
church, some of which chronicle the leav- 
ing of the Pilgrims on the 22d of July, 
1620 and then wrote my Name in the 8ig- 
nature book as all Americans who honor 
the Pilgrim fathers and appreciate the 
hospitality of the Hollanders are request- 
ed to do—with a donation. I also gave 
the donation.
